The 75th anniversary of the first east to west flight across the Atlantic occurs during 
the month of April. The Bremen took of from Baldonnel on the 12th of April 1928 
and landed 36 hours later on Greenly Island, Newfoundland. 


Members of EI2V have been given permission to operate a special callsign for the 
Month of April from Baldonnel. The call is EI1AEW (1st Atlantic East West) and will 


be operated by Paddy (EI1DG) and Martin (EISGB). Modes in use will be SSB, CW, 
PSK, RTTY and possibly some SSTV, there will also be a limited aeronautical mobile 
operation on SSB using the call EI1AEW/AM. This will be from the Casa maritime 
patrol aircraft. All HF bands will be operated on.
